should legally fall into his bands. 
Agnes was 
hardly old enough to realize the death of her 
father, and when told that she was a lieggar, 
and was kept out of the poor-house by the 
charity of lier uuele, sin' did not know to the 
contrary. 
When she was eight years old she 
remetnltets tieing taken to u city where she 
Baw the lake and ii great many ships, 
She 
went in eotni«any with lier uncle, and she has 
never been back to Franklin County since.— 
She cannot now retneml>cr all that happened, 
I Bit thinks that he deserted hor there. 
She 
recollects tieing sent to some house where 
there were lots of people, probably a County 
House, and remained there a good while. She 
finally left there iii company with a man nam­ 
ed Howard, who took her homo, and opto Hie 
time that . he was twelve years old or therea­ 
bouts she lived in his family. 
They then re­ 
moved lo Akron, 0., taking her along. Short­ 
ly after settling there some jewelry was missed 
and the theft was laid to Agaea, and she was 
wilt to jail for three months, though she yet 
claims that she never look the things. 
On 
Isling relieved from jail Agnes went to Cleve­ 
land, mid for four years was employed In vari­ 
ous families, whose names aud numbers she 
has with her. 
She went from thereto fiufialo, 
an<l says that she worked for nearly a year lit 
the family of one of the editors of the J W .— 
She ex dibits recommends from three families 
iii thut city 
Hhe left Rtillulo to come to De­ 
troit two years ago, and has worked in two 
different places here, lier lost and present 
place tieing in tim family of a Mr. Kelly, on 
Eighth street 
About two weeks ago, while 
with the family on u river excursion. Agnes I 
made the acquaintance of a woman named 
Mrs. Rogers, who is here visitirg friends nu 
Congress street cast, and whose husband is 
tiook-keeper in a wholesale grocery house in 
Pittsburg. 
Mrs. Rogers lived for muny years 
in Franklin County, and something came up 
which made lier speak of some one in that 
county. 
Agues had forgotten where she was 
tiorn, but knew it was somewhere In that 
State. 
She had always preserved the name of 
Strickland, and when who gave it to Mrs. 
Rogers that lady inquired if she ever had un 
urn iosiVilliam. 
Agues rememliered him, but 
t twilight him dead. 
Mrs. Rogers was convin­ 
ce! that slic had found the orphan whom 
Strickland had reported lost, ami then (head. 
On his return from his trip with the girl lie 
had given out that she had lost herself in the 
city (Erie), und ho published notices offering 
a reward for her. 
Ho pretended that ho had 
detectives hunting her up, and that ho was 
much grieved about her disappearance. 
After 
a year or two he advertised to pay all claims 
upon tbs estate of “Agnes Strickland, deceas­ 
ed,” and it was generally understood H at the 
little girl had be rn drowned in Erie harbor.— 
Living near the Stricklands, Mrs. lh (gem knew 
ult these facts, and both she aud Agues were 
fully convinced that Agues was the tost child. 
When the altair was made known to Mr. Kel­ 
ly, be at once employed a lawyer to w rito to 
parties in Franklin County, und they replied 
that Strickland lived on the farm yet, and that 
the general idea was I hat Agues hail been 
dead for years. 
Tile value of Hie property is 
nearly *10,000, every shilling of which belongs 
to Agues. 
A letter from an attorney w ho 
was written to says: 
“It will not be a difficult task to put the 
girl in possession of bor rights.

several families here w ho can no doubt Identify. 
lier, as all were acquainted with her parents, 
und an ambrotype of Agnes when she wan five 
years old is in the bunds of a young lady 
here, it haring tieeu given lier long ago by 
one of Strickland’s girls. 
If Agues wants to 
institute criminal proceedings I urn ready to 
take Die ease, but I think she will be satisfied 
with tieing put in possession. 
She had better 
come down as soon as possible.” 
Miss Strickland purchased tickets Saturday, 
aud will start Monday, Mrs. Rogers going part 
way with her.

N orthern Pacific Life- 
A FRONTIER TOWN AT MlD.MoUT. 
Tho St. Puul Daily Pre** says the wild re­ 
gion of the northwest, through which the Nor­ 
thern Pacific railway is building, is cursed 
with a collection of “roughs” and lawless 
characters of lioth sexes. 
These ba rides, who 
prey iqiou the few enterprising and energetic 
persons who accompany this gigantic thor­ 
oughfare, and build up towns at eligible |H»iiits 
along its line, are daring spirits who acknowl­ 
edge no law, no respect, no rights of prop­ 
erty. 
The town of Brainerd is picturesque aud |*e- 
culiur. 
It is Guilt un in u forest of pine ins*, 
all 
straight and uniform iii size and a p p a r­ 
ance us to constitute the nmst striking feature 
of the scene, und for this reason a casual ob­ 
server will form a very Inaccurate e*ifinale of 
the size of the town. 
From the dejiot ult that 
can Ive aeon on the north Is tho hotel, wherein 
are at preseat located the general offices of 
the company. A little trip through tho wood.*, 
however, discloses the presence of a collection 
of dwellings, and n little further east the large 
machine sbo|w, engine house, und ofilce build­ 
ings of the company. 
On tho south of the 
track, four or five rods from and running par­ 
allel with it, is located the principal street, 
and here are the business houses, hotels, etc. 
Cross streets run south front this st reef, aud 
these are also pretty w ell lined with buildings, 
und a Journey into the apparently impenetra­ 
ble forest still beyond would disclose uumber- 
o ss house’s. 
The place contains upward of 
twelve hundred souls. 
In thisjtour a reporter for .the press, ex­ 
tremely desirous to see “nil there was out,” 
ran across an old acquaintance, who well knew 
all the ropes, aud lie kindly volunteered to 
show the reporter around. 
“ But,” says lie, 
‘we umsn't go until 12 o'clock.” 
“ Indeed, and why not I” 
“ Well, these ’ere sharps and gamblers area 
good deal Uke owls; they come out (test at 
night, and the later the hour the more you 
will see.” 
So the reporter went down and sung hymns 
until the witching hour; and thcu for busi­ 
ness. 
“ We’ll go and see Dunn first,” said the 
guide, and he stepped quickly up the sidewalk, 
and halted on a corner of the principal street, 
where a saloon was apparently in full blast.— 
Two or three doors were open into the street, 
und pluiuly to tho re|iorter’s ear came the 
notes of a piano and violin. Entering, a scene 
of gay confusion was presented. 
A gaudy 
female prodded at a “seven octave” in one 
corner ot a large room, while a dilapidated 
individual furiously sera] km I away at a fiddle 
by her side, 
fceverul tables were ranged round 
the room, mid around these were Heated males 
and females hobnobbing with the greatest 
hilarity. 
A great, good-uutured fellow stood 
behind u deal-board counter, aud handed out 
liquor to a pretty little waitress, in a dress of 
such fanciful design and make-up that she 
was obliged to couteul himself with a small 
quantity of material, and it was deplorably 
short ut both ends. 
Iu iioiut of fact, this ap­ 
peared to tie the prevailing style of thing 
among the girls, who were a great deal more 
liberal in attentions than they were in cos­ 
tume. 
The “Dolly Vurdeu” is an opon-Uoor- 
ed, publicly advertised gambling hell. 
Two 
doors side by side lead into the building aud 
both were ojien. 
One ted up gtairs, where an 
enormous transparency 
outside announced 
that “keno” could be indulged iu. 
The other 
door led into a tow ceiled, dirty walled apart­ 
ment, the floor or w hich was made of sawdust, 
and around the walls were ranged half a doz­ 
en large tables. 
At the back of each table 
were huge placards, announcing the particu­ 
lar game played there. 
Here was a pair of 
verdant youths fleecing one another for the 
benefit of the game master, at high dice; 
chuck luck, another of tho simpler games of 
chance, was welt patronized by boys; a burly 
ruffian, surrounded by a crowd at a respecta­ 
ble distance, was getting worsted al the faro 
bauk, and occasionally rumbling out a deep 
oath. 


“He’s having a bad run to-night. 
Thure’U 
lie music presently,” said the guide, a little 
nervously. 
Rouge-et-noir was also apparent­ 
ly a favorite; while just across the room a 
well-dressed party, evidently pleasure-seekers 
from abroad, were passing time at the game 
of vingt-et-un. 
The laid, table was surround­ 
ed by a crowd of railroad lioy?, half-breeds, 
aud the rough-scutf, all %-pIy engaged in a 
game of Dolly Vaiden. 
They w ere a Dolly 
Verden crowd, to a certainty, und before lite 
night was over, bud a row with the burly fel­ 
low who was working up hi* passions over 
faro. 
Pistol shots were interchanged, and 
several knock-downs occurred, but no one was 
injured. 
The reporter was liken to several other 
institutions similar to these described,aud be­ 
came fully impressed with the conviction that 
Brainerd might be a diamond in the wilder 
ness, but lf so, it had a terrible rough setting. 


Japanese R acing. 
The battle of Ooweno, between the Sliogitai 
(the Tokugawa troops) and the Kwanguns 
(soldiers of the Mikado)was the only bloody one 
fought in Yedo, during the late civil war. 
It 
commenced about noon on a certain day in 
1868, and by nightfall, the Kwanguns were en­ 
tirely micffcstful, and had driven In the Shog- 
Itai on all sides, entered the beautiful park- 
Itke domain, set fire to all the noble temples, 
which exceeded those of Slillia in magnificence, 
and forced the Miya himself to fly, accompa­ 
nied by a faithful band of soldiers to Nlkko, 
there to find safety from the destroying rage 
of the exultant Kw anguns. 
Relative of the 
Mikado though ho was. the Miya disapproved 
of the rebellion and stood by Hie falling Toku­ 
gawa cause; and it was he, whom in the 
north, it was designed to appoint Mikado; in 
fact, who was nominated by a porlion of the 
Tokugawa adherents. 
During the 15th, 16th, 17th and 18th of the 
month, that is from the 2Ulh to the 23d of 
July inclusive, great rejoicings have been tak­ 
ing place in Yodo, in commemoration of this 
great fight—great in the ej’es of the Japanese, 
although there were perhaps not 2,000 men 
engaged; and great iii its results, for from 
that date the Tokugawa power was entirely 
annihilated in Yedo. 
Jf we are rightly in­ 
formed, it is the War Department which has 
inaugurated the rejoicings, which have con­ 
sisted iu horse racing on the first day; day 
fireworks on the second; und the exhibitions 
of the contests of the wrestlers (which the Ja­ 
panese seem to think more of than any other 
kind of amusement) during the lust two days. 
The wrestlers, we presume, all our local read­ 
ers have seen. 
The day fireworks an* well 
worth seeing once, although smoke effects have 
to bo substituted for the brilliancies of night 
pyrotechnics. 
But the racing is probably the 
only thing thai foreigneis would feel any par­ 
ticular interest in, of uh the amusements. 
Tho races begin early in the morning, und 
continue uh day long. 
There may tie a hun­ 
dred ponies or a thousand, if people like to 
bring them, for there are no specified races— 
no stakes—no prizes — no entrance money— 
no regulations as to riders or weights or hand­ 
icapping or anything. 
Any one may enter his pony for auy rftce, at 
any moment, and there is no saddling bell.— 
But one race done, another immediately fol­ 
lows; and so on all day long. 
Dunces, pea­ 
sants, soldiers, lattice*, any and all may side 
—forwhy! 
What does it matter whether a 
man wins or loses ? There is nothing speci­ 
fied for him to expect. 
The em ir.' Is little 
more than a quarter of a mile, with a most 
dangerous turn; and out of all who *lart, half 
conic to grief there, and almost all the rest at 
the goal; when, pulling tho |*>tiie* up short, 
Hie luckie.* generally m anage to make a som­ 
ersault ovw their head*. 
Generally in the throng, there are nome ex­ 
cited individuals who will make tin* winner a 
I (resent of some sort—lint It sts'ins the height 
of alisurdity, that men of power and wealth 
(there wor** many such present) should find 
amusement or enjoyment in such a scramble. 
Tim day posses on, anti a succession of sjiet - 
tutors urrive, who all seem bent on taking the 
greatest amount of excitement out of tile 
smallest possible amount of merit either in 
qualitjoHof ponies or skill Bf rider*. 
We think, 
however, that the racing spirit is in them, and 
we should lie pleased to see un attempt made 
to tiring it into something like order. 
The ef­ 
forts of our racing men might he usefully ex­ 
erted In this direction.—Yokohama iPtznffe.

wallowing in misery.

We hid them halt and turn into the 
paths of honest toil, that they may 
be.g blessing to their families and an 
honor to their country. 


t F acts and Figures. 
In this presidential campaign it is 
not necessary for Greeley men to ap­ 
peal to tho passions and fears of Amer­ 
ican citizens, but to state the facts 
and figures which have compelled 
them to lay aside old party ties and 
unite for a better government for our 
common country. 
To this end we 
bend our steps, showing, as we do; 
that it is high time justice has sway 
in the councils of the nation. 
In 1861, the state of Georgia owed 
a bonded debit)f $2,670 ,750. Daring 
the war her acta Vero illegal, for 
which reason this debt did not in­ 
crease until after the close of the re­ 
bellion. 
Since then it has arisen to 
at least $20,000,000, how much more 
cannot be ascertained until time de­ 
monstrates how many bonds Gov. 
Bullock and the other carpet-bag 
thieved took with them when they 
fled from justice and an outraged peo­ 
ple. 
As a sequence the number of 
acres of improved land has decreased 
from 8,000,000 to 6,000,000, or 25 
per cent., while the value of farms 
has fallen from $157,000,000 to $94,- 
000,000 in ten years. 
The men who 
brought this commonwealth to this 
state were Republican carpet-baggers, 
who have not been brought to justice, 
and were propped by Grant’s admin­ 
istration. 
Even while his country­ 
men were proving his frauds, Bullock 
was supping with the President. 
Now lot Us look at North Carolina. 
Her debt at the commencement of the 
war was $4,407,968. 
Last yoar Gov. 
Scott admitted they had printed and 
issued $31,080,000 in bonds, raising 
the obligation of the state to $35,- 
487,958. 
In the same period the im­ 
proved land decreased one-third, or 
1,500,000 acres, while tho value of 
real estate fell from $139,000,000 to 
$45,000,000, or within $10,000,000 of 
the actual indebtedness of the com­ 
monwealth. 
Such is the condition of two or 
three states under officers -who have 
been allowed to foist themselves on 
the people without a protest from the 
national government, while it kept 
tile property holders from the polls 
and disqualified them from holding 
office. 
But the worst part of all was 
tkat they were loaded with these 
debts without 
their consent 
and 
without a recompense. 
No people, 
worthy-of liberty, will stand this 
w 4lg44 murmurs of discontent. 
Hereafter we will compile statistics 
of other Southern states, showing ful­ 
ly as bad a financial condition, aris­ 
ing thro’ the same nefarious sources. 
For the present, it is only necessary 
to odd that whatever decreases* the 
resources of one state adds to the 
burdens of the ethers, for that one is 
unable thereby to pay her shale of 
the national revenues, and those that 
are able must foot the balance. 
Again, unless relief is given to these 
beggared states, they will not only bo 
unable to help pay the national debt, 
but will l>e forced to repudiate their 
state obligations through sheer ina­ 
bility to pay. 
This is no political fig­ 
uring, but sober truth, which every 
voter should weigh before he casts his 
ballot 
Figures are stubborn things. 


Political Loafing. 
A great many men devote too much 
time to polities, especially during 
Presidential campaigns. 
We don’t 
say editors and statesmen talk too 
much, nor that voters should not 
read or hear what is said, but refer to 
two particular classes of men, viz.: 
the habitual idlers and those who 
neglect their avocations to talk on 
Dolitical subjects.

y InosAi in the cities as “ The' Boys” 
and constitute that class on whom 
politicians depend for power. 
They 
gamble, drink, play ball, attend trots, 
smoke, and talk of women as common 
harlots. 
Vice is their luxury aud tu­ 
mult their joy. 
These fill jails and 
prisons. 
They are tho pests of soci­ 
ety and all wish the country rid of 
them, both in body and sold; but we 
still have their interference in politi­ 
cal affairs. 


The other class are a different and 
better variety of the race. 
They gen­ 
erally have some kind of occupation, 
and in the majority of cases are the 
fathers of families. 
With all, nature 
has endowed them with some mother 
wit, which has been improved by a 
good education. Quick to see a point, 
adepts in the art of controlling men, 
convivial in habits; generons with 
n^oaey, everyone likes them, and they 
•return the love.

Manafactnrers, Attention I 


At a jneeting of the Common Coun­ 
cil of the city of Kingston Monday 
even mg, August 12th, the following 
significant resolution was offered aud 
adopted: 


Resolved, That exemption from mu­ 
nicipal taxation be granted for the 
to m of five-years to any manufactur­ 
ing company or corporation that es­ 
tablish themselves within the limits 
of the city of Kingston, with a capital 
of not less than fifty thousand dollars; 
and that a committee of five, includ­ 
ing the Mayor, be appointed to invite 
aud induce manufacturers to establish 
in this city. 
That sounds like business; being 
the first public official advance of our 
authorities; it signals progressive at­ 
tention in the right direction on the 
part of the people who have sagacious­ 
ly fostered and now desire to hasten 
on this movement to the most obvious 
results. 
As citizens and journalists, it be­ 
comes uh all who iwe sinoerely inter­ 
ested in the development of tho yet 
comparatively unexpended business 
facilities of our city, to unite with the 
chosen committee in giving this reso­ 
lution the widest publicity. 
No one, not even the most conser­ 
vative and slow-going individual, any 
longer questions the direct utility of 
manufacturing establishments here to 
preserve a balance of industries thro’ 
the year, ah»l help check pauperism, 
while they shall, as we have before 
elsewhere advocated, give employ­ 
ment to those whose season of work 
is now hopelessly curtailed by the 
coming on of cold weather. 
Wo have advanced beyond tho dis­ 
cussion of the utilities of the question 
to tho first consideration likely to 
meet the attention of capitalists; and 
now it is to l>e hoped our citizens will 
show themselves still further in ear­ 
nest by suggesting to capitalists, as 
they may make opportunities, desira­ 
ble sites for specified manufactures. 
No wise, public-spirited citizen, in or 
out of tho committee, will, of course, 
advocate manufacturing any but use­ 
ful aud respectable articles, such as 
shall be either welcome in home or 
local markets, or swell our traffic, and 
permanently enlarge our trade else­ 
where. 
Anything debasing in ten­ 
dency or likely to become a nuisance 
—distilleries, nitro-glycerine aud for­ 
eign idol-making may pass on! 
An extensive smelting furnace has 
been spoken of—it could not be bet­ 
ter located. 
There might most profit­ 
ably, we think, be added woolcu, pa­ 
per, silk and thread mills; while shoe, 
hat, piano, sewing-machine, and a 
dozen other manufacturers might find 
room and thrive here. 
With our 
river and railroad facilities for trans­ 
porting materials ami products, let 
it be known that this recent action of 
the Common Council is not tho only 
extra idncemout a waiting community 
can offer to corporations or single 
capitalists seeking location.

They were very noisy iii dem­ 
onstrations for Grant and Wilson, 
carrying their zeal to such a pitch 
that the polioe wero apprehensive 
tbai. pejraoiial violence would MU upon 
tkHindfrs, the Greeley orator. 
The 
tatter drew many encomiums for his 
looniness and courage as well as for 
the earnestness and logic of his ad­ 
dress. 
Garnett indulged entirely iii 
roiUery and abuso, which suited the 
most of his black hearers, but dis­ 
gusted those who had the true inte­ 
rests of the race ut heart. 
This resort of tho colored race to 
Tweed tactics to prevent freo debate, 
will ba lamented by none more than 
by themselves. 
The remembrance of 
the dark days of July, 1865, should 
have taught them to avoid all re­ 
semblance to that conduct.

Sir—In the published report of tho pro­ 
ceedings of the last meeting of the “ Cider 
County Medical Society” held at the “Grand 
Central Hotel,” Aug. n th , 1872, tine following 
resolutions ap)>cur to have lieeti passed unan­ 
imously: 
Re*deed, That We call upon Hie Bourd of 
Health to district the city aiel up|>oint compe­ 
tent physicians to visit every house and |mt- 
form the operation of vaccination for every 
on*- who has not been vaccinated in a certain 
number of years. 
Reno/ml, That when sniall-)iox occurs in 
any house, if the patient is not removed to 
the hospital, Hie house should lie rigidly quar­ 
antined; mid that all infeclcfl clothes should 
to thoroughly disinfected or destroyed under 
medical supervision. 
The following resolution was offered by Dr. 
Gee. C. Smith mid unanimously adopted: 
Rem fired, That a committee of three in “tu­ 
tors of this society, residents of the City of 
Kingston, to appointed.to wait u|kni the 
Board of Health of said city and present them 
with a copy of Hie utove-resolutions aud such 
other information ujkui the subject as they 
may deem proper; aud request the Board of 
Health to take some efficient action iii the 
matter to prevent the further spread of small­ 
pox. 
The first resolution calling u|h>ii Hie Health 
Hoard to vaccinate in certain cases implies 
that tills very necessary precaution against 
the spread of the dis“u*c has not been taken. 
There is not a family having had the disease, 
that has come under my notice, in which the 
service has not toon |«orforuied. No longer 
ago than la-t week the service wa* gratuitous­ 
ly performed, by Hic order of the Board of 
lie-! It Ii, In a family in which one of these same 
physicians voting on there resolutions had re­ 
fused to do it, fearing he would “not get his 
pay." As to geUcnd vaccination the Board 
has not, as yet, thought the existence of the 
disease sufficiently alarming to cab for such 
an extreme measure. 
When this time arrives, 
however, I presume they will order the same 
without the advice of tins sGf-constituted board 
of censors. Even then, I doubt not the advice 
of at least one or two of these gentlemen will 
to the same to their patients os it has torn iu 
several case*, when they were ordered to the 
hospital, “don't go; the lie..Itll authorities 
have no authority to send you there, or eveu 
to (tut you to any inconvenience." 
The second resolution implies a waut of 
the simplest sanitary law in prevent big the 
spread of this discase. 
It w ill astonish these 
very wise physicians to hmm that Hie Boa-d 
bas benni—through probably some ignorant 
source, that small pox may I* communicated 
through “infected clothing,'' aud in ever) case 
where such has existed, have ordered it “dis- 
iufected" or “destroyed,” and what is more 
have seen that the order was executed. 
Also, 
that iii every bouse withiu the city where the 
discase has occurred, Hic house bas t»oen 
••rigidly quarantined,” unless it has been, 
on the special request of some of these 
soma physicians, 
left 
unquantified 
for 
reasons of business connections, Ac., they 
agreeing to to reiqrousible that the disease 
should not to communicated from such houses. 
Strange, isn't it, that all this shou d have been 
done without the advice of so much concen­ 
trated wisdo.il as api>ears in these resolutions! 
Now, Mr. Editor, I venture the assertion that 
there was not a single member of this Society 
present aud voting on these resolutions that 
did so with the least personal knowledge as 
to whether or not there is at Hie present time 
a single case of small-pox within the city 
limit*. 
If so, then those having such knowl­ 
edge are liable to Hie penalty prescribed by 
law in not having reported the same. 
I deem it extremely unfortunate that an 
honorable body of phy sicians Uke those com­ 
posing this Society should to willing not only 
to censure and accuse of dereliction of duty 
as respectable a to ly of men as the Health 
Board of Hits City, but to pass a resolution 
based upon a supposition of facts that did uol 
exist and thus unnecessarily alarm the com­ 
munity aud injure business in the locality at 
which it was aimed. 
I assert, as Health 
Officer of the city, Hist ut this date there does 
not exist to exceed two eases of wmll-pox 
or varioloid, and that these are “rigidly quar­ 
antined” and in no danger of spreading the 
disease. 
The few very wise monitors of this So­ 
ciety who were present aud voted to pass 


these resolutions, must pardon me if I offend 
in calling their attention to Article II. of 
their by-laws, which reads as follows: 
“The 
object of Oils Society shall to to- promote the 
diffusion of medical science among its members 
and elevate tho character of the profession.” 
Having arrived st the honorable distinction of 
Vice President of this Society, through, as I 
had s u p p e d , the appreciation of u majority 
of its monitors that I at least had knowledge 
of its objects, I nm humiliated hi the coiffes 
aion of ignorance that one of them was to 
censure a brother member without cause, or 
even a hearing, and to insinuate Slander of 
public officials.
